Since then, however, 
she has found $2,500 too little, $4,000 
not any too much and $6,000 would 
be about right.

TO CAPE BRETON DEEPS

HALIFAX, N.S.—For three sum 
sumers a mysterious beautifully fitted 
craft known as “The Robin”, under 
charter to Dr. F. L. Ball, of Boston, 
has slipped unostentatiously into Cape 
Breton waters, making Louisburg, 
once the proudest fortress of France 
in the new world her headquarters,

hirty years before the siege of 
Louisburg that gallant French pay 
ship, Charmeau with a passenger list 


of three hundred and ten people, | 


numbering some of France’s most il 
lustrious names, and with two hundred 
aud ninety thousand livres in gold, 
for the pay of the ¥rench soldiers at 
Louisburg, ran into a terrific gale 
which swept Isle Royal, as Cape Bre- 
ton was then known. The Charmeau 
rah aground and floundered and down 
into the deeps went the chests con- 
taining the treasure, Not one of the 
passengers or the crew survived. 

In the summer of 1726 an effort was 
made to salvage the. gold but those in 
charge became discouraged and aban- 
doned the attempt. Came the stormy 


for supremacy and never another at 


tempt Was made until three summers, 


ago, when Dr. Ball, who knows some- 
thing of Acadia’s ancient history, met 
some natives of Cape Breton and 
talked the matter over with them. 
“The Robin” made her first trip. She 
returned again and now, earlier than 
ever before, she has come back to 
Cape Bretoy making Louisburg her 
headquarters. 

So far have the exploration party 
proceeded with their plans that Dr. 
Ball in an up-to-date diver’s outfit is 
daily exploring the dangerous hills and 
dales of the ocean floor. But the 
treasure hunters refuse to be inter- 
viewed, they will make absolutely no 
statement and although they are clos 
ely watched their work has been car 
ried on in a particularly sheltered but 
wild part of the coast, and no one 
knows if they have succeeded in find: 
ing any definite trace of the treasure 
which would amount to something 
over $90,000 in present day currency

The following very interesting legal 
point is discussed by Strathmore’s 
Secretary-Treasurer in the Research 
Bulletin: 

In the year 1917 a case—Town of 
Coleman vs. Head Syndicate—was de- 
cided in the Supreme Court of Alberta 
and is reported in “Alberta Law Re | 
ports” Vol. 11, Page 314.
